THE SENATORSHIP. 

The announcement that the sena- 
torship rendered vacant by the death 
of the late Mr. Hardisty has been 
filled by the appointment of a Mr. 
Lougheed, of Calgary, will be a sur- 
prise to the people of the Saskatche- 
wan, and indeed to most people in 
the Territories. It may not be im- 
pertinent to ask who Mr. Lougheed 
is, and what evidence has he ever 
given of his fitness for the position ? 
He is not known in this District, 
and as far as we can ascertain, he is 
simply Mr. Lougheed, an advocate 
of no extraordinary ability. Rumor 
has it that he was recently gazetted 
a Q.C., doubtless for the same cause 
that he was called to the Senate. 
Mr. Lougheed has never came to 
the front én political matters in the 
Northwest, nor anywhere else, and 
certainly was not deserving of recog- 
nition on account of any services he 
had rendered either to the State or 
to the Conservative party, and sena- 
tors—we understand — are usually 
selected for one of these reasons, a 
due regard being had to their fitness 
in other respects. Mr. Lougheed is 
doubtless a very estimable gentle- 
man and may fill the role of senator 
very creditably, and we donot blame 
him for grasping at the position, but 
we blame the Government for the 
selection they have made. Wecon- 
sider that there are other men in the 
Territories who are as well qualified | _ 
in every respect, who have had more 
experience, have done more for the 
country and whose appointment 
would have been more acceptable to | 


the people of the Territories. Mr. | 
Lougheed evidently had more friends | 
at court than any one else, ard to!

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The reconstructed Ministry in 
British Columbia seems to be doing 
very well, and although the political 
and commercial life of the province 
sustained severe losses this year, 
owing to the deaths of Mr. Davie, 
tne Premier, and Mr. Dunsmuir, the 
intrepid capitalist, the new Govern- 
ment appears to possess the general 
confidence. Premier Robson ad 
dressed a public meeting at Kam- 
loops recently, and dealt with the 
futurc policy to be pursued. He 
referred to the likelihood of an 
amicable arrangement between the 
Provincial and Federal autnorities 
regarding the minerals, to an agree- 
ment by which the Shuswap and 
Okanagan railway, opening up a 
valuable section of the interior 
through which the Canadian Pacific 
passes, may speedily be constructed, 
and the encouragement of other 
routes by which the rich Kootenay 
district may be made more acces 
sible. The increase of trade and 
the improvement of internal commu- 
nication are coincident with a growth 
of population, and the Premier an- 
nounced that the popular represen- 
tation in the Legislature will have to 
be added to. Altogether the pros- 
pects for British Columbia are excel- 
lent, and all Canadians will be glad 
to know it.

rooms ,the partitions between which are 
so constructed that af any time they can 
be removed 0 as.t0 make.the-> whole 
three rooms into one. From the hall 
| two, flights of stairg,Jead to the second 
| story, “which , is laid off similar to the 
ower one, only that the walls are solid. 
From the second story two flights of 
stairs lead to the third and one to the 
tower in which isa .deor leading on to 
the roof of the main building. The third 
flat will not be finished at present, but 
when it is, it will be used as an art 
gallery. . The ceilings are twelve feet 
high and the floors double deafened go 
that sounds, cagnot he heard through 
|them, The rooms ase all wainscoted and 
well finished throughout and when the 
carpenters leave the buildiug it will be 
most complete and warm. Two balcd- 
nies run around on the south and west 
side of the building an to each of which 
four dgors lead, and from-the second io 
the lower balcony two flights of stairs 
lead. The roof is finished with the 
newest pattern of East Lake metalic 
shingles, which look well. Under the 
centre of the huilding is a fine large cel- 
lar eighteen feet wide by forty feet long, 
in which two furnaces are to be placed 
which will ;heat the pbuilding by hot 
water. Mr. Win. Fawcett is the archi- 
tect and builder and Contractor Congdon 
did the mason, brickwork and plasterin,. 
Rev. Mother Collings is to be congratu- 
lated. for her energy end enterprise in 
putting up such a fine building, one 
which will add greatly to the appearance 
and solidity of our town.
